‘The design 
is very fine, an intricate mass of beautiful scrolls and flower 
motives, Which it will be noticed are not repeated, but from 
end to aa of this large panel the design varies. The infinite 
amount of labour and care expended on such a piece is almost 
incredible. The more it is studied the more wonderful the 
work appears. Scrolls and sprays flow easily one into another, 
beautiful flowers in high relief blend with the flatter braids 
and more formal designs. It is worked with every stitch 
known to these great exponents of the art of the lace maker. 


This panel was purchased from a famous Venetian family, 
who gave more than one Doge to the Republic, and in whose 
faaniily it had been handed down for many generations. It 
has figured at various court ceremonies and drawing rooms, 
and always evoked the greatest admiration ; about 2 St. by 
9 ft.
